the unsold bread. They claim that the ex- 
pense of delivering is very great and that a 


slice is taken off from their profits by the 
. ot product that is every day returned 
to „ and for which they can fiad no 


sale. 
Ig is impossible to avoid this daily return of 
Dread, the bakers claim, for the de- 
mand is so variable that no matter how close 
a grocer may estimate the quantity he can 
sell, on some days his stock is entirely ex- 
hausted long before the demand is supplied, 
while on other days the same grcecer, with 
the same number of loaves supplied him, will 
return as many as fifty unsold loaves. This 
brea@ that is returned to them from the 
grocery stores, say the bakers, is unsalable, 
customers refusing to buy bread that has 
deen baked even twenty - feur hours, even at 
a greatly reduced priee, and the unsold proa- 
uct is given by the bakers, so they say, to the 
various charitable institutions. 
Nor A TENABLE ARGUMENT. 
Whether *hig Is true or not, it cuts no figure 
in connection with the fact that tue St. Louis 
bakers, though buying their flour 50 per cent 
cheaper than they were a year ago are stil! 
charging 5 cents a loaf, or with that other 
fact that Cincinnati bakers, who probably 
have the same obstacles in their trade to 
contend with that the St. Louls bakers have, 
have reduced the price of bread in that city 
from 5 cents a loaf tos cents. St. Louis bakers 
can bake bread as cheap as any city in this 
country, and they can afford to seli as cheap 
es the bakers of Cincinnati. If they could 


sell bread at a profit for ö cents a loaf when 
they were paying $6 a barrel for their flour, 
they surely can share with their customers 
the benefits they are getting by now buying 
flour for $2.75.a barrel. 

Some time agoa PoOsT-DISPATCH reporter 
went into the bake shop of the Lindell Hotel 
and watched the Daker make the day’s sup- 
ply of bread. A baif-barrel of flour costing 
$4.10 a barrel, or $2.90 after the empty barrel 
was returned to the manufacturer, was 
mixed with flour costing $2.60, the 196 pounds 
of flour, costing the hotel a little 
less than $2.75. This 196 pounds of 
flour, mixed with an equal amount of 
water and about 25 cents worth of hops 
and sait. turned out 300 pounds 
of as sood bread as reporter 
ever tasted. The bread cost the hotel 
exactly 1 cent a pound for the raw material. 
The head baker, who had been in the bus- 
ness all his jife, part of the time in Europe, 
said that the cost of the raw materiai 
there should not de added more than halfa 
cent for the cost of baking and all other ex- 
penses, suchas rent, fuel, hire. insurance, 
etc. Consequently this bread, if ithad been 
tur out in a public bake- shop repre- 
sented an Outlay of iin cents a pound 
and if sold over the counter 
ali the baker got in excess 
of that amount was clear profit. If he sold 
the bread direct to the consumer for i cents 
a pound and sold as many asthe St. Louis 
bakers do, upward of 30,000 loaves a day, it 
will be seen that his profits would be enor- 
mous. But as many of the large bakers sell 
the bulk of their product through the grocers 
and allow these middlemen a profit of lcent 
a loaf, the bread must be sold for s cents a 
pound to the consumer inorder to give the 
baker a profit of half a cent a loaf. 

Yesterday the reporter made the same test 
in the Dake-shop at the New Planters’ Hotel, 
with practically the same result, the differ- 
ence being that Marmager Weaver says that 
he buys only the best Minnesota patent four 
and does not mixit with cheaper grades, as 
the other hotels and the public bake-shops. 
do, nor does he take advantage of the dis- 
count of 20 cents a barrelallowed by the 
millers forthe return ofthe empty barrels. 
But as in the ease of the test made at the 
Lingen, 196 pounds of flour turned out 300 
pounds of bread. The chief baker toid 
the reporter of the many tricks 1 tht by 
bakers, such as whitening and lightening 
the weight of their loaves with alum and 
adding sugar to make inferior flour taste 
sweeter. oth of these hotel bakers are ex- 
perienced inthe trade and have run bake- 
shops of thelr own and they agreed that tte 
best quality of bread could be. sold in st. 
Louis for 8 cents a loaf and still yleida 
respectabie profit to the bakers. 


_ SHOULD BE REGULATED., 

The Post-DisPatcH has already proved 
that many of the bakers do not even put a 
pound of material into ab- cent loaf, though 
some of them, more conscientious than 


their competitors, makealoaf that weighs 
near one and one-half pounds.

INCLUDE THE CRIMINAL COURTS. 
The bill which the Bar Association will 


propose to the State Legislature for the 


the creation of three additional judges is 
undoubtedly based on necessity. The fact 
that the dockets of the courts are now a 
year behind is sufficient reason for prompt 
action to avoid delays of justice. 

The new Justice of the Peace law will 
give some relief to the Circuit Courts, but 
not enough to permit them to keep pace 
with the work required of them. The 
present number of Judges was determined 
upon when St. Louis was much smaller. 
The city has grown rapidly in population 
and business and outstripped the capacity 
of ‘he civil courts. 

But while increasing the capacity of the 
circuit courts, why not make the change 
broader in scope and of far greater benefit 
to the city by including the criminal 
courts in the proposed reform? The exper- 
iment of separating the criminal branch of 
the administration of justice from the civil 
branch has proved disastrous. It has en- 
abled all the vicious elements of the city 
to concentrate their efforts on the control 
of the Criminal Court machinery, and the 
result has been most damaging and dis- 
graceful. Despite strenuous efforts to 
rescue the criminal courts from the domi- 
nation of criminal and corrupt influences 
these influences have managed to retain a 
hold at some vital point and to command 
protection for corruption and criminality. 

The bill which provides for the increase 
of the Circuit Judges should also provide 
for the merging ofthe criminal with the 
civil courts so that all the influences for 
good which. are exerted to maintain the 
high character of the Circuit Courts may 
act beneficially on the machinery for the 
enforcement of criminal law. The pre- 
ponderating influence of corrupt bossism 
and hoodlumism in the Criminal Courts 
must be broken and thisisthe surest way 
to break it. 

In exerting themselves to accomplish 
this good aid for the Criminal Courts 
while increasing the efficiency of the 
civil courts the members of the bar will

A United States Engineer Praises the 


Leves System. 


EVIDENCES ON WHICH JOHN EWEN 


BASES HIs CLAIMS, 


He Is Assistant Engineer in Charge of the 
Inspection and Maintenance of Gauges 
on the Mississippi and Ite Tributaries 
—Lew Geuge Does Not Always Indi- 
cate Low Stege cf Water. 


John Ewens, United States Assistant Vivil 


Engineer, in charge of inspection and main- 
tenamce of gauges on the Mississippi River 
and tributaries from New Orleans to St. 
Louts, is at the Southern. 


He has inspected and had necessary repairs 
made on all the guages on the Mississippi, 
Tennessee, Cumberland, Ohio, Ovachita, 
Black and Red Rivers, and will go next to the 
Arkansas. The entire trip usually occuptes 
ten or twelve weeks, and is made at extreme 
low and extreme high water. 

Mr. Ewens said he found a phenomenally 
low stage at almost all polats on the lower 
river, lower than ever known at many 
points. He argues from this that the 
levee system is fulfilling the prom- 
ises made by its advocates by 
scourng the bed .of the river. 


Among the places whos® guages show record- 
breaking low readings are Helena, Vicks- 
burg. Memphis, Nashville, Florence, Ala., 
and Shreveport. 

**Gauges,’’ Mr. Ewens explained, read 
with reference’ to mean Gulf lerel. 
hence the low gauge does not necsssarily 
mean low water or poor channels. It inadi- 
cates in my opinion that the levees are caus- 
ing the river toscour its bed and make a bet- 
ter, deeper channel. I shall give, further 
on, another fact sustaining this view. 

**The zero on the St. Louls guage is 379 feet 
above the Biloxi, Miss., mean Gulf level. 
When once established the gauge zero level 
is never changed. Dut readings are plus and 
minus if necessary. it may beof interest to 
state the St. Louis reeords. The highest since 
1811 wus feet on the gauge; 
the lowest, f. 1; however, in June, 1841, the 
river was 41.4 and on Dec. 21, 1866, 0,00. 

„„The channel is about as gvod as usual 
this year. AtCairo and on upper reaches 
with roek bottom, the gauge is not so low 
gom paratively as on the lower river where 
the natere of the bed makes scouring possi. 
bie. The sitt-bearing streains show the low- 
est gauges, comparatively speaking. Even 
tributaries which are not well levied have 
I think 
this is strong proof that the ievies have 
not beer causing the bed of the river to be 
raised, buton the contrary are producing 
deeper channels whenever scouring is pos. 
sibie and are preventing the deposit of silt 
in the bea of the river.
